It has been a long time since Ihave 
felt the urge to pick up my pen and 
write the Editor. However the March 
SKIP page 11, an article by AFB4JTK 
about MARS activity and policy needs 
some backing up. We have an even 
worse situation in Navy MARS. 

AS an example — Navy MARS at 
the local level (Florida) recruited am- 
ateurs to join their ranks, in my in- 
stance to ‘‘come aboard’’ and help in 
teletype net type operations. Then 
suddenly, without prior warning, de - 
cided, at the local level, that too many 
were checking into the net, and that 
this should be curtailed, and station 
‘*A’’ should only check in on Monday, 


station ‘‘B’’ on Tuesday, etc. All of 


this because the net control stations 
could not handle more than afew check 
in’s at atime. Yet they still are out 
recruiting. 

Then to compound the situation the 
‘Vocal level’? without poling the 
‘‘many other stations involved” was 
asked to ‘‘appraise’’ a 40 meter (74- 
95) spot for a Florida training net. 
Ever try to work short 40 meter skip 
at 0100 Zulu? When this station ask- 
ed the simple question — ‘don’t you 
feel this is a bad frequency for a lo- 
cal RTTY training spot due tothe skip 
condition,..’’ I was told “well this 
is the Navy way, and you don’t have a 
say in the matter...’’ 

I wonder about that. Knowing the 
weakness of the frequency he could 
say ‘‘no.’’ The Navy MARS net even 
has spelling games. To sharpen your 
‘‘phonetics’”’. “Yet all of the signals 
here are better than 5 - 9. Good prac- 
tice to be sure, but so needless, ever 
try to take a straight plain text mes- 
sage when every other or every third 
word was inphonetics? Mr. L.c. 
Jones, I spell, etc. etc. Still the Navy 
way. Back to kindergarten! 

They con you into “‘joining’’ prom- 
ising great benefits, but it turns out 
that in order to reap these benefits, 
you must be inthe club. Invite your 
local level to spend a week-end, have 
dinner, then you are eligible for ben- 
efits, 

I for one have offered RTTY gear 
for use to ‘‘Navy MARS” members

for loan no charge, terminal units to 
get members on the air, NOCHARGE 
out of my own pocket, sent them to 
far off states -- and guess what -- I 
haven’t even received a word of 
thanks, Kiss my foot, or any thing. 
This too is the Navy way?? 

I could go on for many, many pages 
along these lines, but why bother. I 
will say this however — I have offered 
my services, stuck my neck and pocket 
book out, given my time, to the best of 
my ability , checking into 2 meter an 
evening 2200Z —2300Z, foregoing din- 
ner, rushing home from work, in order 
to ‘‘make the nets’’ to the best of my 
ability and work load and after about 
2 years of “Navy MARS’’, inter mittant 
as it might be, have as yet toreceive a 
small thank you. Quoting AFB4JTK— 
March SKIP... ‘‘we feel it shows a 
lack of confidence in the whole civil- 
ian part of our program,’’ and in my 
case AMEN BROTHER AMEN! 

In closing, yes MARS, Navy, AF etc 
does a great deal of good, but, IT could 
do better if the local leaders would 
take the local “members” into the act, 
and stop pointing a finger and shouting 
--‘‘This is the MARS way...’’ but not 
the democratic way.

Whistlers

They were first discovered in 
Austria in 1886. They are the 
oldest known radio phenomena, 
A six year investigation pub - 
lished in 1893 has gone unnotic- 
ed for more than one-half cen - 
tury. 

Barkhausen re -discovered 
whistlers in WWI -- thought they 
were news! 

The principle source of whis- 
tlers is the electro - magnetic 
energy radiated from lightning 
discharges. 

They propagated as a radio 
wave, its frequency overlaps the 
audio range, andthe ‘signal’ can 
be heard simply by picking it up 
on an antenna and applying it to 
a headphone, 

It was learned that whistler 
propagation is by aroute far out 
in space beyond that of normal 
ionospheric propagation. 

Antennas for whistlers are 
erroneous -- audio amplifiers 
are used.

Good CW Operator Worth 5 DB! 


From time to time someone 
mentions what a good operator 
W8--- is, or you notice a cer- 
tain ham seems to get through 
more often. Earlier in QST 
there appeared a series of art- 
ciles on ‘Station Design for 
DX’’, by W3AFM, in which the 
equipment aspect of a good stat- 
ion was covered very well. 
This was followed by a letter 
from W2VYA (Feb. 1967 QST, 
page 46) in which he mentions 
the U.S, Army viewpoint on 
power relationships. The letter 
is rather technical, but briefly 
it states that if CW can be sent 
at O DB, in order to get the 
same reliability SSB would need 
to be 14 DB and DSB_ 17 
DB. The Army’s own study 
showed that a goodCW operator, 
at 15 wpm, with lots of QRN 
and a receiver Within aslake, 
bandwidth can get the same 
accuracy as an AM phone op 


quipment. 


with a 22 DB higher signal 
strength. However, if the CW op 
is not so good, they figure his 
error rate gets bad at about 

17 DB under the phone man, 
Hence, a good op is worth 5 DB 
over a not-so-good op. 

Now here is some real food 
for thought! Apparently, SSB is 
rated as only 1/2 S-unit better 
than AM, but CW with a goodop 
is considered 3 S-units better 
than SSB. We’re sure that none 
of us will trade in our mikes 
for keys just for this reason 
only, but you should plan to get 
on CW once in a while to keep 
in shape. You shouldn’t be sat- 
isfied to copy CW at your license 
speed, but strive to be as pro- 
ficient as you can, no matter 
what grade of license you have, 
And besides - you’ll work more 
stations!

. Tune up your transmitter (on the air) with your receiver off. 
Break into a QSO when you cannot copy all stations. 

. On CW, send ‘R RRSRIOM MISSED UR NAME and QTH.’’ 
This is saying ‘I copied solid, I copied solid, I copied solid, 
I missed some (or all).’’ 

Spell phonetically after the other guy has given you ‘‘loud - 
and-clear’’ report. 

5. Use Q signals on phone instead of old-fashioned Engl i sh. 
On phone say ‘‘DAH-DE-DAH”’ or some other juvenile trash 
instead of ‘‘Over’ or ‘“‘Go Ahead.’’ 

Say ‘“‘Over and Out,’’ This means ‘‘Now you talk and I’ll 
listen -- I am finished with the contact.’’ 

Call CQ DX on top of a ZB2who’s putting in aQ5 signal 
stateside, 

Send the call letters of the other guy followed by your own 
at the beginning and end of each transmission of less than 
three minutes duration. 

When sending traffic on phone, say ‘“To TomJones, com- 
mon spelling.’’ 

On CW, end a CQ with ‘‘AR K” or ‘‘KN,” 

Run 300 watts on 20 meters SSB to work old Sam four blocks 
away. 

End all your CW contacts with that cute little ‘‘shave and a 
haircut — two bits’ routine. 

Try to dream up some clever, self-styled phonetics to use 
for your call letters, suchas ‘W-B-four-Mama’s-Hot-Dad- 
dy.’’ Instead of ‘‘W-B-Four-Mary-Henry-David’’? (ARRL) 
or ‘‘W-B-Four-Mike-Hotel-Delta.’’ (ICAO). 

On CW, always send a bit faster than you can copy solid. 
Break into an emergency net just to tell the NCS that 
‘‘you’re around, in case he needs you’ instead of assuming 
he will call for stations in your area if needed. 

Use “‘QRX’ for. AS. 

Never use GMT. 

Do not use the Q and QN signals or abbreviations on CW. 
Give the other guy agood signal report, even though he may 
have a T-5 note with chirp and clicks and be so weak you 
can only get about half of his transmissions. After all, we 
DO want him to feel good, now don’t we? 

Never join an SSB round table or net at zero beat with the 
other stations. This takes out all the fun the other guys 
could have chasing back and forth between your frequency 
and the other station’s frequency. 

When the copy is rough on both ends of a contact, be sure to 
make long transmissions instead of keeping them short and 
knowing when you lose the guy. 

Never use Vox, or (onCW) fastbreak-in, This way you can 
talk to your heart’s delight without the fear of the other guy 
breaking for a fill. 

Please bear in mind that thisis onlya partial list, and that 
with a little thought and effort youcancome up with many more 
ways to become a first class LID. Do YOU qualify?

Amateur Radio to Rescue

Described below is a Public 
Service activity of amateur ra- 
dio which took place recently.

SCM for local assistance, 

Upon receiving the informa- 
tion at 2020 local time, W4- 
RKH tried on several ham bands

A Solid State - 
Speed Control 


By Don Smith, W4CQQ* 


Drilling holes in different 
metals requires the use of a 
variable speed drill. Most of 
us don’t own a multi-speed 
drill but with the addition of 
this little circuit your present 
hand drill can become a vari- 
able speed tool. 

The Bridge rectifier provides 
the full wave pulsating DC Cur- 
rent for the SCR switch and 
control the angle of fire of 
the SCR. The Diode, D-5, is 
used to counter the back vol- 
tage developed by the drill mo- 
tor. The speed of the drill is 
varied by the 10K potentio- 
meter, 

Diodes D1-D4 shouldbe rated 
at 200 Volts PIV and have a 
current rating of at least 12 
amps. D5 can be rated at 2 
amps. The SCR should have a 
PIV of about 300 volts and a 
current rating of 25 amps.
